The Prime Minister has 
changed her view about the 
future of the Labour Party. with 
a clear suggestion 1hat she now 
sees the Social Democratic 
Party- Liberal Alliaece as “the 
true opposition" i0 the Con- 
servalive Panty. 

During the election cam- 
paigrı. on June 3. Mrs Thatcher 
said: “The Labour Party will 
nol die. The Labur Party will 
never die. If you want a good 
oposition you have got t0 
reform 1he Labour Party, as 
Gaitskell was trying to do, to 
take away the stale socialism.” 

But in an interview in the 
latest edition of the Director 
magazine. published today. she 
suggests that Labour will never 
again takc office. 

Mrs Thatcher says: “Social 
ism and Britain go lll together. 
It is not the Briüsh character. Î 
believe 1bar the Labour Party 
went wrong when the ‘wets’ 
were sold nationalization and 
centfal state cortrol as part of 
their philosophy. 

“Therefore. when the Con- 
servalive Party took over the 
basic welfare state. which we 
have done. the Labour Pariy 
found the only place it could go 
was to get more and more slate 
control. and more and more 
reliance on government for 
housing and for jobs, unlil 
people became the pawns of 
government. Freedom was sold 
down the river. 

“I am going to make sure that 
does not come back. In the 
United States you have two 
parties based on free enterprise, 
freedom and justice. Here. the 
iwo main partes have two 
fundamentally different philos- 
ophies.™ 

But the Prime Minister goes 
on to say that the Labour Party. 
in her own terms, is moving 
further and further beyond 
political redemption. 

She says “Socialists have 
always seemed {o me to assume 
that other people were creating 
a world for them to distribute. 
And now the Labour Party is 
going further and further şocial- 
ISL 

“It wants to control the Hives 
of people more atıd more. They 
dont want to sell council 
houses; they wart to order 
where pope live and what rent 
they should pay. They expand 
the public sector, so they can 
sar: ‘You have to vote for me 
because your job depends upon

The first step towards trans- 
ferring to British jails hundreds 
of, Britons held in foreign 
prisons was 1aken by the 
Government yesterday when 
Mr Christopher Lush, Britain's 
Ambassador to the Council of 
Europe, signed in Strasbourg 
the Council's convention on the 
repatriation of prisoners. 

The Govemmeal now pro- 
poses to introduce Jegislarion as 
soon as possible to ratify the 
convention. 

Thirteen other countries have 
signed including Canada and 
the United States. Another 
signatory is Spain where 70 
prisoners are on the case-load of 
the National Council for the 
Welfare of Prisoners Abroad. 
Britain intends to make bilat- 

agreements with other 
countries. 

The council estimales that 
about 1.000 British subjects are 
imprisoned abroad for criminal 
offences.

Speculation was rife in Karachi 
iast night that the martial law 
regime of President Zia ul-Haq 
has decided to open talks with 
the leaders of the banned 
palitical parties about the future 
ofthe country's democracy. 

There was no official confir- 
mation. but 1he speculation Was 
set off bv an administration 
decision tO move at least four of 
the party leaders from detention 
in Karachi to a remote goverm- 
ment rest house 50 miles away. 

Together vith the reported 
presence in the city of senior 
oficers of the Pakistan Intelli- 
gence Bureau the move is taken 
as a portent 1hat General Zia is 
releniing on his earlier reluc- 
tance to involve the parties. 

Virtually every organ of 
public opinion in Pakistan has 
called for a dialogue with the 
party leaders about the move 
hack to an elected democracy 
which General Zia announced 
unilaterally on August 12. 

He has said that the electoral 
process will be complcted by 
March, 1985 under a consti- 
tution amended 1o0 suit his 
tastes. The political parties have
